A gentleman who has 
attended State fairs for a dozen years past 
says that he never saw anything to compare 
with the apples exhibited. Both fairs have 
been a decided success, both in the character 
of the fruit and stock exhibited and finan­ 
cially.

J u v e n ile S m o k ers.—A British physi­ 
cian, observing the large number of boys 
under fifteen years of age on the streets 
with cigars and pipes in their mouths, was 
prompted to examine the breath of this 
class of smokers, and for that purpose se­ 
lected thirty-eight boys between the ages 
of nine and fifteen. In twenty-two of 
these cases he found various disorders of 
the circulation and digestion ; palpitation 
of the heart and more or less marked taste 
for strong drink. In twelve there was fre­ 
quent bleeding of the nose, and twelve had 
slight ulceration of the mouth caused by 
tobacco. The doctor treated them for their 
ailments, but with little effect until the 
habit of smoking was discontinued, when 
breath and strength were soon restored. 
The effect of tobacco in creating a taste 
for strong drink is unquestionably very 
great. If the testimony of some tobacco 
users and medical men is of any weight, 
one of the most radical methods of keeping 
the young from being led to intemperate 
drinking is to deny them tobacco.—[The 
Sanitarian.

AN IMPORTANT HISTORICAL DIE COVE HT. 
Minister Lowell’s recent discovery of 
new evidence concerning the Fayal out­ 
rage of 1814, recalls attention to a subject 
which greatly stirred the souls of our fore­ 
fathers in the Avar of 1812 15. It was an 
attack hy three British ships of war upon 
an American privateer, then lying at 
at anchor iu the harbor of Fayal, which 
Avas Portuguese territory and neutral 
ground. The attack was an extraordinary 
violation of the neutrality laAvs. 
The 
American vessel, fearing foul play, had 
moved up under the guns of the castle, 
when four boats, filled Avith armed men from 
the British ships, were seen approaching 
through the darkness. They returned no 
ansAver to the challenge of the American cap­ 
tain, who then fired upon them. The attack 
was renoAved later with a much larger 
force, which was beaten off Avith a terrible 
loss of life. The Portuguese authorities 
AA-ere called upon to proteet the American 
vessel, but only remonstrated with the 
British, and they could indeed have done 
little more against such a force. The fol­ 
lowing day the privateer was bombarded 
by the British until it was abandoned. 
The claim of our Government upon Portu­ 
gal for failure to protect the vessel was. 
decided adversely by Louis Napoleon, who 
acted as arbitrator. Now, nearly se\-enty 
years after the event, CA'idcnce isdiscovcred 
by Mr. Loavell in the Admiralty archives, 
in England which fully establishes the re­ 
sponsibility of Portugal, and if it had been 
known at the time wonlil have caused a 
verdict in favor of our Government. Of 
course the case can have now only a his­ 
torical interest.

Ih e testimony in support of the efficacy of 
eucalyptus iu this respect, the writer as­ 
serts, are too convincing to be doubtful. 
In marshy districts, where the fever-tree 
abounds, fevers are unknown, and in A l­ 
gerian Corsica, where the experiment of 
planting the trees on the strength of their 
reputed virtues was sy stematically made 
some years ago, malarial ftvers have en- 
tireiy disappeared. 
From Algeria, es­ 
pecially, the evidence of its virtues is very 
convincing. 
Consul Playfair reports, for 
example, that large tracts of land have 
been transferred by the agency of the 
fever-tree, and that, wherever it was cul­ 
tivated, fevers are found to diminish in 
frequency and intensity. 
M. Gimbert re­ 
cently made a report of like tenor to the 
French Academy. The pestilential district 
about the city of Rome, known as the Cam- 
pagna, 
had, 
until lately, a world-wide 
reputation as a veritable hot-bed of deadly 
fevers. 
It is new affirmed to have vastly 
improved in 
wholeaomeness, 
in conse­ 
quence of the presence of large numbers of 
eucalyptus introduced some years ago by 
order of the ItAian Government.

A few days since Chief Karcher received a 
communication from D. N. Haskell, Chief of 
Police at Sail Jose, reading as follows : 
Arrest for rape Charles Campbell, alUs Winfidi 
Scott, aids Charles Bates, alias Henry Ensign, anas 
Baker,add about 33,hight about See feet seven metes, 
dark hair, beard (if any) dart and very short, hav mg 
been clipped with scissors a few days ago, Aim 
built and slim features, good talker and liicliucd to 
boast • dressed in dark coat and vi st, gray pr.nts, 
and bTcsk soft hat, He is an upholsterer by trade, 
and goes from house to house repairing lounges, 
mattresses, etc ; worked at Grayson, Stanislaus 
countv, as a wagon painter during month of August, 
1S30, under name of Henry Ensign, and was seen in 
this vicinity on the 6th instant. 
p. s.—He is said to have a dim scar on one sule of 
nis nose. He wore Burnside whiskers, short, but is 
now probably shaved ; is stooped-shouldered, walks 
quick; pants tom at the knee, and lappel of coit 
torn down. 
In addition to the above the Chief was re­ 
quested to make sure of the arrest, as the 
case under the charge was a very aggravated 
one. ALo that furniture belonging to Mrs. 
Campbell had been shipped, 
MARKED SACRAMENTO. 
An officer was detailed to watch for the re­ 
ceipt and delivery of the goods, and upon 
their arrival they were taken to a house situ­ 
ated on Nineteenth street, between N and O, 
No. 1117. The Chief of Police then stationed 
an officer near that point, day and night, to 
await the arrival of Campbell, who would be 
expected by his wife. Meantime, on 'J hurs- 
day evening last, it was found that Campbell 
visited a public house on the Jackson road, 
about eight miles from this city, kept by a 
man by the name of Coyle, where he wa3 ac- 
qti.inted, and during a short absence "f_Mr. 
Coyle from the house Campb(-il_ atoie §600, 
which 
Coyle 
kept 
in a tin box 
in 
his house, and at once decamped. Mr. 
Coyle in.mediately reported the robbery 
in Chief Karcher, and up u being shown the 
above description from San Jose, at once 
identified the robber a« the same Campbell 
wanted at San Jose. The watch was then 
doubled near the premises of Mrs. Campbell 
on Nineteenth street, and on Friday morn­ 
ing. while officer Frazee was on duty there, 
a Mrs. Curtis, whose husband has a ranch on 
the lower Stockton road, sotnc four miles 
from this city, called at Mrs. Campbell’s, 
and soon after left. As she was leaving, the 
officer inquired of her as to the object of her 
call. She replied that she was the bearer of 
a note from Mr. Campbell to his wife. At 
the officer’s request she accompanied him to 
the Police-station, where the matter was re­ 
ported to the I 'Lief, who immediately dis­ 
patched officer Frazee to Mr. Curti-.’ ranch 
to arrest Campbell. 
Upon the arrival 
of 
the officer 
Campbell 
ran, 
escaping 
thiough 
the 
barn, 
but 
was 
pur, ued 
and soon captured. 
Upon being searched 
but a small amount of money was found in 
bis possession, and he stated that the rest was 
BURIED DOWN ON THE RANCH 
And he would go with Mr. Curtis and get it, 
hut would not go if the officer went along. 
The officer handed Mr. Curtis his pLtol, and 
Curtis and the prisoner left for the money, 
Mr. Curtis holding firmly to the lappel of the 
prisoner’s coat. When about three or four 
hundred yards away they came to a fence- 
past where Campbell pretended the money 
was to be found. He then remarked, “ I 
won’t go to jail, any wav," and tried to break 
from Mr. Curtis, who held so firmly to his 
grip that he tore down part of Campbell’s 
coat. 
Campbell then caught out of his 
pocket a heavy monkey-wrench, which he 
had concealed, and dealt Curtis a heavy blow 
across Iho back of his hand with which he 
was holding, severely injuring it, and which 
caused him to let go. Campbell then ran, 
with Mr. Curtis following and firing three 
shots, but none of which took effect. As 
soon as the officer saw Campbell escaping he 
went in persuit and, together with Curtis, 
cl sely followed to toe Catholic Cemetery, 
where they lost sight of him, and he suc­ 
ceeded in escaping. The entire police force 
at once instituted a vigilant search of the sur­ 
rounding country and the city fur liis rear­ 
rest, but thus far without success, and Chief 
Karcher offers §100 for Campbell’s delivery at 
the city jail.

C a p tu re d C o u n te rfe ite rs . 
W ashington, 
October 231.— Dispatches 
received at the Secret Service Office to-day 
give the secret to the arrest of Doyle in Chi­ 
cago, and thereby complete a chapter of the 
m ost successful work ever accomplished by 
the Secret Service Bureau. Two arrests made 
in New Y ork this afternoon disclose the fact 
th at the engraver of the extremely danger­ 
ous $50 counterfeit, also long concealed, is 
at last unearthed. The engraver, as has been 
surmised, is entirely new t) the counterfeit­ 
ing business. His name is Charles H . Smith, 
of Brooklyn. In company with him was cap­ 
tured C. W. Spencer, alias Bill Brockway, 
also one of the best plate engravers among 
known counterfeiters. 
None of the plates or 
m aterials have been captured w ith the men. 
W arning of the arrest in Chicago, perhaps, 
has given them tim e to conceal or destroy 
th at evidence, but the engraver, Smith, has 
become alarmed, and is making disclosures 
th at will result in the conviction of other mem­ 
bers of the gang, who are all known, and 
who have been shadowed for mouths. 
All 
the information 6hows that the organization 
th at employed Sm ith was one of the strong­ 
est combinations of rascals ever captured in 
one haul ia this country. 
Smith, in a par­ 
tial confession to night, relates the astound­ 
ing fact that the bonds captured in Chicago, 
and pronounced by Chicago experts to be 
genuine, are counterfeit, and printed from 
plates engraved by him. 
The twenty-seven 
$ 100-bills are also impressions from plates 
manufactured by him. 
This piince of en­ 
gravers, who has produced work superior to 
the genuiue issues of the Government, ¡6 re­ 
ported by Chief Brooks as a prize of whom 
he may well be proud. 
The latest informa­ 
tion shows th at had it not been for the arrest 
in Chicago yesterday, and had a fortnight’s 
time elapsed, $2 )0,000 of bonds would have 
been floated upon the Chicago market. 
Chicago, O ctober 231.—Jam es B . Doyle, 
th e counterfeiter lately arrested here, was 
brought before U n ited S tates Com m issioner 
Iloyiie to-day, and liis case w as continued to 
T hursday, under bail of $23,000. 
G en eral G ra n t In C o u rt. 
N ew Y ork, October 23d.—General G rant 
appeared before the W arren Court of Inquiry 
to-day as a witness, but his recollection was 
not verv clear as to the details of the battle 
of the Five Forks. 
H e was asked as to his 
order authorizing General Sheridan to relieve 
General W arren, but Stickney, W arren's a t­ 
torney, opposed the personal opinion of the 
first soldier of the country being used as a 
weight against his client. 
General G rant 
made a statem ent of his motive in calling in 
the Fifth Corps to hide General W arren’s de­ 
fects. 
There was a tilt between the counsel. 
Some dispatches were produced. 
General 
G rant could not say whetherGeneral W arren 
had suggested the attack on the enemy’s rear. 
H e found th at when officers undertook to 
think for themselves, instead of obeying or­ 
ders, it generally led to a defeat. He did not 
like it, and it had led to the removal of an 
officer (referring to W arren). Stickney there­ 
upon insisted on this being stricken out. 
This part of the testimony was then struck 
out, together with some other answers derog­ 
atory to General W arren.

C a pe T ow n, October 23d.—Following are 
the details of the fight which took place pre­ 
vious to the relief of Maffeting. 
An ambus­ 
cade of yeomanry were charged by a large 
body of Basutos. who descended the hills at 
full speed. 
A hand-to hand fight ensued. 
The Basutos were armed with assegais, imi­ 
tating the Zulus, and killed twenty-four yeo­ 
men. 
Reinforcements arriving, the rebels 
were repulsed with considerable loss. 
1 ne 
Basutos made a second charge at full speed, 
which was entirely checked by the well- 
directed fire of the Cape Town Rifles. 
The 
enemy were reported to be 8,000 strong. 
The Basutos are reported to have occupied 
the couutry in the rear of the force which 
relieved Maffeting.3 
T he C rops o f R u ssia. 
S t. P e te r sb u r g , October 23 1 —The Golot 
devotes a long arricíe to the failure of the 
crops. 
I t says : 
The outlook for Nisea is 
very gloomy, as a country whose ordinary 
export is forty million quarters, will have to 
buy grain from abroad. 
H o x to feed the 
peasantry the coming winter ia a problem 
occupying the serious attention of the Gov­ 
ernment, and there are no grounds for ex­ 
pecting a good crop ia the future. Thousands 
of insects defy efforts to exterminate them, 
and lie hidden under the deep snow until 
spring enables them to renew their work of 
devastation.

the University. 
T he L au d L eague I'ro s c e u tlo n s . 
D u b lin , October 23d.— The

articles in the indictm ent bills in the cases 
of certaiD journals in Dublin, W exford, Tra­ 
lee, Roscommon, Galway and Mayo, whose 
proprietors are members of the Land League.

C o n s t a n t in o p l e , October 23d.—In conse­ 
quence of the representations of the Embas­ 
sadors of the Powers, the Porte has again 
promised the sjieedy surrender of D jlcigno. 
D ip lo m atic C o rresp o n d en c e. 
V ien na, October 23d.—The Government 
has published 
diplomatic 
correspondence 
showing that the first proposal for a naval 
demonstration was confidentially submitted 
to Count K araly by Lord Granviiie on the 
3d ox July. 
I t includes the appearance in 
Boj ana river, and possibly even in Lake 
Scutaii, of boats from the International 
Squadron to overawe both the Albanians 
and Turks. 
Baron Von Haymerle opposed 
this, and also the orignal English, and pro­ 
posed th at tiie Prince of Montenegro be di­ 
rectly summoned to occupy Dulcigno and 
adjacent territory with his own troops. Baron 
Haymerle considered th at such an invitation 
to resort to force and arms would lay the 
Powers under a moral obligation to secure 
Montenegrins against any kind of failure. 
The correspondence also shows th at Germany, 
while agreeing to display her flag in Dulcigno 
waters, declined to advance to share future 
contingent actions in favor of Montenegro. 
Lord G ram file’s tone was very sanguine in 
proposing the demonstration. 
Ho said it 
promised almost certain success, and th at it 
would also facilitate the settlem ent of tho 
Greek question. 
T he G reek Q u estio n . 
L ondon, October 23d,—The speech of tho 
King of Greece a t the opening of the Cham­ 
bers is variously interpreted by the British 
papers, but the weight of opinion seems in­ 
clined to regard it as peaceful rather than 
warlike. 
I t is manifest from the King’s de­ 
claration that an army will not be sent across 
the frontier, as if the latter had been the in­ 
tention the King would have so declared. 
The British press unanimously counsel pa­ 
tience to the Greek, and there ia no disposi­ 
tion anywhere to support the Government in 
its endeavor to coerce Turkey on the Greek 
question. 
The opposition journals oppose 
the present dead lcck as a basis of attack on 
Gladstone’s Eastern policy. 
If the Turks 
fulfill their p ro ris ito surrender Dulcigno it 
seems certain th at no further action by the 
Powers in concert can lie brought about. 
A tlo o ii in F ra n c e . 
C herburg, October 23d.—The rivers here 
have overflowed their banks, and some quar­ 
ters of the town are flooded, tho waters in 
some cases reaching the first stories, and the 
houses are in danger ot being swept away. 
T h 9 police and jailers are working bard to 
save the lives of the inhabitants.
